The McGovern Candidacy 
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IN PERSPECTIVE

The Nebraska New Party is not, in ou r opinion, one 
of the better dev elopments of recent times. Obv iou sly , it 
seeks to serv e a cou rse other than actu ally win the Nov ember 
election and su ch a stand for principle may be admirable bu t 
will also be div isiv e. 
Additionally , one of the main cau ses — a v irtu al su r- 
Irender in Vietnam 
— is one with which we are in total 
disagreement. Still, the party cou ld come u p with one plank 
that beats the position of the two major national parties. 
It Is the plank seeking to cov er the domestic scene 
in the area of law and order. An early draft of the plank 
states that “ju stice and orderly social change are v ital 
conditions of respect for law and order . . . It is demagogic 
to div orce the call for law and order from the demand 
that there be an end to racism, ineq u ality and officially 
sancioned lawlessness.” 


★ 
What this statement points ou t is the complex ity of 
the challenge we face on the domestic front. Any sensible 
person wou ld agree with a call for law and order, wou ld 
take issu e with riots in which bu rning, shooting and looting 
dev eloped. 
Certainly , when the law' is broken, it shou ld be enforced. 
Bu t to base national policy on this and this alone is a 
folly that wou ld only destroy u s. 
Law and order and opportu nity are sy nony mou s and it 
is tou gh to say which comes first. Law and order ou ght 
to come first bu t they can be difficu lt to achiev e withou t 
the presence of opportu nity . To think otherwise is to engage 
in impractical dreaming. 
And the problem is that too many people seem to place 
the emphasis on law and order alone. It was a heav y 
characteristic of the Repu blican Party platform and of the 
many speeches that were made at the party ’s recent national 
conv ention, inclu ding the nomination acceptance speech of 
Richard M. Nix on. 


★ 
Too many people think that if we ju st cracked down 
on the v ioators of the law, we wou ld pu t an end to all 
the tu rmoil we are hav ing. Su ch is not the case, and ev en 
if it were, it wou ld still represent a basic hu man inju stice 
and social inetju ity . 
The plain fact is that withou t some opportu nity , the 
disadv antaged people of ou r land are not going to hav e 
any respect for law and order. .And why shou ld they ? Wou ld 
y ou ? 
Wou ld y ou conform to the disciplines of a society in 
which y ou were denied its fru its? Wou ld y ou liv e within 
the framework of a sy stem of law and order that kept 
y ou relegated to the statu s of a second-class citizen? 
Under su ch terms, an indiv idu al has so little to lose 
that his sense of responsibility is du lled. And it is time 
that a lot of American people q u it kidding themselv es abou t 
the old max ims hav ing to do with hard work and su ccess. 
The tru th is that the ability and willingness to work 
are not the key to su ccess for minority grou ps su ch as the 
blacks that they are for the white man. 


★ 
Nor does the fact that some black men hav e su cceeded 
in the bu siness world mean that all of them can do the 
same thing. Su ccess for the black man, too, has come 
harder than for the white man and has not be as pronou nced 
as it might hav e been. 
And we shou ld toss ou t, while we are at it, rationaliza­ 
tions of ou r racism based u pon selected ex amples of black 
conflicts with the social order in which we all liv e. Thu s, 


Only An Alley 


As some su ch projects go, the $20,000 
renov ation of the alley ru nning from 12th 
to 13th between 0 and P is not a big 
one.

At the same time, they

A larger q u estion is what

T h e q u estion 
asked was how people who 
had v oted for Nix on and 
John F. Kennedy wou ld v ote 
on Nix on and Bobby Ken­ 
nedy in 1968. The resu lt was 
so ex traodrinary and the 
weight of the tragedy so 
great that the poll was pu t 
aside. 
Of those who v oted for 
JFK, only 47 per cent said 
they wou ld v ote for RFK. 
Of the 13 per cent^ho said 
they were u ndecided, 
an 
estimated 10 per cent, ac­ 
cording 
to 
the 
pollsters, 
wou ld u ltimately swing to 
RFK, bringing his total to 
57 . 
Of the Kennedy v oters in 
1960, 17 per cent were for 
Wallace and 23 for Nix on. 
On the other side of the line, 
Nix on held 81 per cent of 
his 1960 v ote, with 7 per cent 
shifting to Kennedy , 10 per 
cent to Wallace and 2 per 
cent u ndecided. 
The pollsters hav e had a 
rou gh time of it in this 
strange and u ncertain y ear.

Their personal fortu nes to 
one side, they are cou nseling 
McGov ern in the rarefied 
atmosphere of presidential 
politics. This is a heady 
altitu de, new and alien to 
one of the most honorable 
and high-minded men in the 
Senate. His opposition to the 
Vietnam war was early and 
u nwav ering. He has worked 
hard for a program to ex pa- 
pand agricu ltu ral produ d’.on 
in line with his conv iciton, 
growing ou t of his work in 
Food for Peace, of the folly 
of the present policy of 
pay ing farmers not to pro­ 
du ce. 
It happens, of cou rse, that 
McGov ern is u p for re-elec­ 
tion for a second term in 
the Senate. Sou th Dakota is

neither w'ou ld registering gu ns, and no one 
has ev er claimed it wou ld. Confiscate all 
matches? When did any one su ggest the 
confiscation of all gu ns? 
Bu t if registering matches wou ld help, 
we’d be in fav or of it.

New York — Although the United States 
Army has achieved a notable sophistication 
in weaponry, tactical mobility and the 
development of such sensitive detection 
devices as “ people sniffers’’ that register 
friend or foe according to body odor, the 
Army kitchen remains r e m a r k a b l y 
oblivious of progress. 
If the food of today’s mess does not 
exactly date to the crossbow and slingshot, 
it hasn’t come far since World War II 
— judging from recent visits to Fort Dix, 
N.J. and Fort Bragg, N.C. 
The menus rely heavily on the tradi­ 
tional 
meat 
and 
potatoes 
motif, 
a 
preponderance of starchy foods and a 
studious lack of imagination in seasonings. 
Tomato catsup is still the classic weapon 
for relieving the monotony of meals. 
Let it be added that the food, although 
dull, is edible and the average American 
soldier is in no danger of starvation. Even 
the most fastidious is not likely to waste 
away. 
“ The American soldier is the best fed 
in the world,’’ an officer remarked recently 
over a midday mea 1 at Fort Dix that 
included hamburger (someone called it 
Salisbury steak), hashed browns, mashed 
or buttered potatoes and a fresh green 
salad. “ The German soldier lives on 
knockwurst and brown bread. In the French 
army they walk die cow right into the 
kitchen, hit him over the head and put 
him in the pot and that’s that.’’ 
B^or 
someone 
whose 
d e t a i l e d 
conservance with military food dates back 
25 years, criticizing Army food on esthetic 
grounds is like shooting fish in a barrel. 
To gain access to the chow line, the 
visitors had walked through the kitchen 
where four or five sold*ers were pressing 
and shaping hamburger, or Salisbury Steak, 
by hand onto a large baking sheet. The 
hamburgers had been cooked so that most 
of the juices had oozed from them, and 
they emerged from the heat looking dry 
and ashen. They were taken onto a tray 
along with the most apetizing part of the 
meal — a 
well-seasoned, 
made-on-the- 
premises chicken and noodle soup that did 
have a character vaguely Chinese. 
“ We had some leftover eggs,” the mess 
sergeant explained, “ so we heated them up 
and dropped them into the soup.” 
The soup would have been excellent 
if the noodles hadn’t been overcooked until 
they all but dissolved in the liquid. 
The spokesman at the table brushed his 
soup bowl aside bit into a hamburger and 
smiled. “ You couldn’t afford to eat this 
well at home,” he said. A sentiment voiced 
several times by officers and men in charge 
of feeding at both Army camps. 
Another of the m o s t praiseworthy 
items in the course of that meal was a 
clean, crisp salad made with iceberg lettuce 
and tomatoes. Unfortunately, it was ac­ 
companied by a distinctly unhomogenized 
oil and v‘negar dressing that when spooned 
over the greens by one of the K.P.’s turned 
out to be mostly unseasoned oil. 
There is one concept that Army cooks 
seem to have learned well, and that is: 
“ We might underseason the food, but we 
never overseason. You can always add 
something like salt, but you can’t take it 
out.” 
It was the understatement of the year, 
for all the meats were so bland as to 
be nondescript. Not only was the salt 
understated but also there was no hint of 
herbs or spices that could have given the

meats character. No parsley, no rosemary, 
no thyme, only the vague taste of onion to 
relieve the monotony. Such a observation 
was equally valid for veal loaf with a choice 
of two kinds of potatoes and canned peas 
at a meal sampled at Fort Bragg. 
The common excuse for the lack of 
adventure in seasoning is that the soldiers 
“ are all meat eaters and sweet eaters” 
with no interest in anything more daring 
than mashed potatoes. 
“ Do you know what?” an officer asked 
rhetorically. 
“ Everybody in 
the Army 
always complains about creamed chipped 
beef on toast. They give it a dirty name 
and so on, but let ’em come back from 
a stretch in civilian life and you know 
what they ask for? Creamed chipped beef 
on toast.” 
It was also pointed out that tastes 
change as men adjust to .-Xrmy life. 
“ When a new recruit arrives,” an of­ 
ficer said, “ he is naturally a bit traumatic. 
He can’t eat and probably loses weight. 
Besides, he’s probably been spoiled with 
the food at home. After he’s been around 
awhile he gets used to the pace and eats 
like a horse.” 


All food for the mess halls in the Con­ 
tinental U.S. is prepared from a master 
menu made up in Washington six to seven 
months in advance. The same menus apply 
throughout the country, although those in 
charge at each base may use some discre­ 
tion — corn bread in the south as a 
replacement for white bread, the addition 
of certain leftovers, and so on. 
^ 
An assumed inducement to joining the 
Army is that it will train a man for a 
job in civilian life, and in some respects 
the army is training men to qualify for 
responsible work in the food field. 
One of the most awesome and com­ 
mendable facets of the food operation at 
B'ort Bragg is the butcher shop, known 
there as the central meat processing facili­ 
ty. In one almost surgically clean, brightly 
lighted area, 29 men wearing woven metal 
aprons to prevent slashing themselves in 
some vital spot go about their task of cut­ 
ting meat into steaks, roasts and chops 
and preparing it for grinding and stews. 
There are only four regular .^rmy butchers, 
the remaining 25 are reservists, and they 
are getting a training of extraordinary 
concentration.
